WASHINGTON, D. C. July 32-—- 
The CIO Maritime Committee an- 
nounced its opposition to HR. 5111, 
the Bland bill relaxing safety at sea 
laws, today and reiterated its oppo- 
sition to any suspension of safety 
at sea provisions. 

Hoyt 8. Haddock, appearing for 
the Maritime Committee before the 
House Merchant Marine and Fish- 
erles Committee, denounced the bill 
which was introduced by Rep. 
Schuyler O. Bland, Virginia Demo- 
erat, on the grounds that “unsafe 
conditions at sea crew, 
cargo and ships.”

The CIO statement pointed out 
that the President has not cited 
any specific eramples of “the ham- 
pering of free movement of com- 
merce.” “Cargo and vessels are 
easily insured against accidents and 
mishaps,” the statement added, “but 
life insurance is no substitute for 
conditions which would eliminate 
loss of life in metchant shipping.” 
In place of relaxation of safety 
standards, the Maritime Committee | 
urged that the staff of the Bureau | 
of Marine Inspection and Naviga- 
tion be enlarged and that the Bu- 


reau “be made responsible for mak- 
ing every effort to see that inspec- 
tions are completed in the minimum 
amount of time.”

There was a race between Norman 
Thomas and Herbert Hoover as to which 
would rush into print first with the program 
of aiding Hitler in his attack against the 
Soviet Union. 

Norman Thomas won. In the savage ef- 
fort of Hitler to destroy the peaceful achieve- 
ments of the USSR, this slick “Socialist” 
politician can see nothing but the issue of 
“which two dictators shall master the Euro- 
pean continent.” (Socialist Call, June 5.) 

This is almost literally the position of 
Herbert Hoover, arch-reactionary, who this 
week summoned the American people to ac- 
cept a Hitler conquest of the Soviet peoples 
and of Europe. 

The “Socialist” and the extreme wing of 
American reaction see eye to eye on aiding 
Hitler against Britain and the Soviet Union. 

It was left for Norman Thomas to do 
what even the most cynical of reactionaries 
hardly dared to do—Thomas absolves Hitler 
from guilt as the aggressor. 

On the contrary, Norman Thomas is in 
effect helping Hitler by his insinuation that 
even with Hitler “control of the Ukraine and 
other sections of western Russia” the Amer- 
ican people can remain indifferent. This 
cold-blooded acquiescence in the Nazi savage- 
ry will shock those honest Americans who 
have been deluded into thinking that Nor- 
man Thomas was a “Socialist.” 


Yet it should not be surprising after 
Norman Thomas, on a Madison Square Gar- 
den platform in New York, embraced ‘Lind- 
bergh as a political ally. It only remains for 
honest persons to draw the obvious conclu- 
sion that Mr. Thomas must be viewed as an 
enemy of the people.

» The defeat of Rep. Martin Dies in his 
home state Texas, where he was running for 
United States Senator, is of great and re- 
freshing significance. 


Although the overwhelming majority of 
the Negro and white masses in Texas are 
disfranchised by the poll tax and the “white 
primary,” Dies had pretended that he was 
the people's choice.“ Now it is clear that 
even in a poll tax state—in which Dies was 
elected to the House by 4 per cent of his 
constituency—the voters have repudiated 
him, and clipped his attempts to rise still 
higher on a program of reaction, red-baiting 
and persecution of labor. Dies’ own neigh- 
bors have considerably deflated this fascist 
windbag, and have shown that he represents, 


not the people, but the sinister labor-hating 


interests of Wall Street and poll taxdom. 


Surely the citizens of Texas know of Dies’ 
infamous Committee, and the fact that Dies 
came out in the elections as a very lame 
tail-end out of four candidates shows what 
the people think of Dies and his Committee.

The Dollar 
Gets Smaller 


„» Although the purchasing power of the 
housewives’ dollar has been getting smaller 
and smaller, it is due for still greater shrink- 
age unless drastic steps are taken soon to 
remedy the situation. 

Leon Henderson, Federal Price Control 
Administrator, declares that wholesale prices 
have been climbing week by week and that 
as a result the cost of living is bound to rise. 
He adds that new price regulation powers 
are needed. 3 

If it is really a lack of sufficient powers 
which keeps the Federal Price Control. Ad- 
ministrator from taking action, then these 
new powers should be given to him. At any 
rate, there must be no further delay, for 
with each passing day the standard of living 
and the health of a vast majority of the 
people is being further undermined. 


Henderson is right when he declares that 
recent wage increases have not been the 
cause of recent price rises. But he is wrong 
when he says that further wage boosts would 
send prices spiralling. Henderson apparently 
considers the rate of profit as something 
sacred and fixed for all eternity. Actually, 
further wage increases could easily be paid 
out in practically all industries by the simple 
expedient of cutting down on present profits. 

The root of past and prospective price 
increases lies in the control of prices by the 
monopolies. The point of attack therefore 
must be at this monopoly control.

Strategy and Heroism Answer Fascist Foe

Moscow. July 3.—Stories of in- 
dividual unit achievements and Red 
Army vigilance which are destroy- 
ing Nazi troop, parachute, tank and 
sea detachments depict the astute- 
ness, brilliant military strategy and 
heroism of the Soviet fighters. 

Below are a number of reports 
from the Red Army and Red Navy 


correspondents which tell of such 
exploits: 


An enemy parachute group was 
reported to have landed in the rear 
of the Soviet troups. Maxim Ziukin, 
junior lieutenant, received the as- 
signment to destroy it. This had to 
be done quickly before the fascists 
had a chance to carry out diversion.

A search was made of 60 woods 
and ditch by the roadside but no- 
body was found.

IN SOVIET UNIFORMS 


All of a sudden Ziukin saw in 
front of him on the highway a 
group of men in Red Army uniforms 
pressed close around a whippet 
tank. They too noticed the sub- 
division approaching them. One of 
them—a tall, broad-shouldered man 
waved his hand, crying: “Hey, come 
on here!” 

“Who are you?” 

“Soviet men 
see?” see 

“Our men,” thought junior lieu- 
tenant to himself and went up 
closer when he perceived some sol- 
diers crouched in the adjacent 
wheat field. 

The moment the subdivision came 
up on level with them Ziukin heard 
a command issued in the German 
language.

Wee Willie Hit Em 
Where They Ain't 


By Scorer 
Forty years ago the name of Willie Keeler was as well Boston 
known to the fans as that of Joe DiMaggio is today. He had 
been a member of the famous Baltimore Orioles, the team

The Orioles were not only 4 pug- 
nacious team which won the ad- 
miration of the fans by their will 
to win.
